not pass. 
We have never been favor- 


ed with a 
sight 
of the bill, and 
we 


doubt if it was the intention of its au- 
thors that its provisions should be disv- 
cussed and understood 
by the people. 


We have, however, conversed 
with a 


gentleman who lias read 
the bill, ami 


from him we glean 
the following as 


some of its features: 
It retains 
the 


present Superintendent 
of Irrigation; 


authorizes him to draw live thousand 
dollars without defining how it shall 
be expended; 
it provides 
for survey- 


ing and mapping tbe county; it names 
live Commissioners 
who are to be paid 


five dollars per day and the same mile- 
age paid to Supervisors; 
it calls for a 


Water Commissioner, 
a Treasurer, 
a 


Tax Collector, a Tax 
Assessor 
and 
a 


Secretary. 
The Board of Commission- 


ers are to meet four times a year 
un- 


less oftener called together by the Su- 
perintendent. 
The bill also 
author- 


izes th» issuance of bonds torun twen- 
ty years at a rate of interest that 
will 


aggregate an 
immense 
sum, 
:uid it 


does not give the people an opportuni- 
ty to vote on a single provision. 
This 


bill should 
not 
become 
law. 
If ii 


passes it willburden the people 
with 


an enormous 
debt and give them 
but 


little water. 
Therefore, we 
hope our 


delegation in the Legislature 
will not 


advocate the passage 
oftbe bill. 
So 


far as we have been able to obtain an 
expression 
from the farmers 
they are 


almost to a man opposed to it. 


Railroad Development. 


The impression 
prevails with tjuite 


a number of our Senators 
and AsseriT- 


blymen 
that 
the 
people 
require 
at 


their hands 
some 
action which will 


affect 
the existing rates 
of freights 


and fares ou our railroads. 
The in- 


telligent Legislator fully understands

the crowded adobe houses 
of the Chi- 


nese 
quarter, 
and, indeed, 
of some 
other localities; the constant and evi- 
dent accumulation 
of tilth, from a de- 
fective aud insufficient sewerage for a 
rapidly increasing population; 
and, in 
addition to all these.a climate so mild 
that the temperature of mid-Winter is 
not low euough 
to even 
temporarily 
hold in check the ill efleets of the bad 
sanitary condition 
of the city.

thermore, the city in the course of its 
improvements 
is now In that transi- 
tion stage when the grading of streets 
has destroyed the natural drainage of 
the 
surface, 
and, 
as 
yet, artificial 
drainage by means 
of sewers has not

mation of many bodies of stagnant 
water, exceedingly detrimental to the

localities.
